applicants' amendment of 3/10/2009 has canceled all the claims which had outstanding 
rejections, such that all remaining claims had previously been indicated as allowable. An 
update of the prior art found no new references that read on independent claim 7 & its 
dependent claims, although Vijayen et al. (7,513,215 B2) is cited as if interest, being a 
member of the same patent family as the present case, however all of its claims are 
directed to apparatus claims.
